State approves 
funds for Twin 
Falls bikeways-

TWIN FALLS - The Idaho Transportation 
_Boaid. approved ji_grai\t Inst week to provi de 
two “blkcways”'lhrough' the city of Twin Falls. 

The routes arc part of a three-year prog^ 
funded thro ugh both federal and local s pen^ g. 
The two routes approved forTs^ ycarTW4“ 
would cost a total of $552,005, with over 
$440,000 coming from fuleral fiinds. 

In a Sept. 13 meeting, the City Council had 
approvcxl $1 10,401 in local spending toward 
construction of the two bikeways, gut the mea- 
sure was approved with the stipulation that the 
council, in consultation with City Engineer 
Gary L. Young, develop an alternate route 
through downtowTi Twin Falls. 

Construction of the bikeways would involve 
the widening of roads, painted bicycle lanes 
and sign placements. Some porking spaces 
would be removed to make room for the bjke- 
ways. 

. Council members had expressed concerns 
about the . loss of approximately 140 parking 
spaces alotig 1 1 blocks of Founh Avenue East 
and Noi^. 

Young said that he thought there would be 
no advantage to placing the bikeway along 
. Fifth or Sixth Avenue instead of Fourth Av- 
enue. "The parking impact along Sixth Avenue 
is a lot greater because there ore no side streets 
or alleyways” for alternative parking, he said. 

By comparison, Fourth Avenue "has a 
tremendous amount of options in terms of park- 
ing.” he said. ' . 

Route “A” will run along Washington Street 
South from 3600 South to Park Avenue. It fol- 
lows Park Avenue from its intersection at 
Washington Street South to the new elementary 
school on Paric Avc. 

Route ”C” will begin at the Indian Trails 
Subdivision on EUzalKth Boulevard and head 
v/cs\ to MadrOna Street. From there, the path 
heads south' on Madrona to Harmon-Park 
Boulev^, then heads west to Locust Street 

Bikers would take Locust south to Fourth
